Our duty, as law- 
yers, we do now and shall ever try to per- 
form faithfully and in strict accordance with 
our oaths. The greatest culprit that ever 
did disbenor to bis kiodred and his coun- 
try is entitled to a fair and an honorable 
defeuse. Of the benefits of such, we 
have endeavored to give the parties ar- 
raigned a just and honest share. Some 
may blame us. We cannot belp it. Our 
answer to all is that we have performed 
our professional duty. 

Apart from the sentiments that might 
be naturally engendered by our courtly 
connection with the prisoners, we have a 
word or two to say concerning the court 
of ourcounty. We ore bat triflingly in- 
clined to flattery; but we are honestly 
proud of our Probate Judge. He may 
have differed with us on points of law. 
But be has, during the present term of 
court, shewn such a stern and undevia- 
ting disposition to vindicate the character 
of the citizens of Utah and the proper 
and legal saperiority of law and order, 

_ that we cannot bat admire and commend 
him. 

Never have we seen in Utah a court 
that commanded so much the respect of 
the citizens as the oue now in session. 
Nor have we yet made our professional 
obeisance to a judge who would more 
honestly and legally give a ruling for or 
against us than our friend Elias. Of 
eourse, we object to many of his decisions. 
But what lawyer would not applaud the 
rale in his favor, or argue against the one 
that vanquished him? 

Be matters now before the conrt as 
they may, of one thing we are well as- 
sured,—his honor, the judge, is honoring 
his oath of office, and endeavoring to do 
eredit to our laws and the character of 
our citizens. 

That guilt exists in Utah, it cannot be 
denied. That the federal judiciary have 
lent their helping hand to its encourage- 
ment, is an equally undeniable fact. 
Marderers have been arraigned und tried, 
and, after their conviction, those contemp- 
tible paupers on the commonwealth of 
our nation have set them at liberty, and 
sent them abroad to repeat their felonies.

Do then as you 
would be done by; be silent, and do not help 
to make things worse. 

Injuring another in deed includes stealing, 
taking unfair advantages, and a variety of 
other immoralities. Many a one would ab 
hor belag a thief, who makes no conscience of 
little, shabby, paltry impositions that are fre- 
quently termed martens, and this for want 
of thinking of the maxim, to do as he would 
be done by. If 1 offera person change for a 
dollar, only for the sake of getting quit of a 
bad dime, ts there any difference between this 
and picking his pocket? I know, however, it is 
not uncommon to play tricks of this sort, if it 
is not likely eny questions should be asked. 
Suppose two of you had each a book of equal 
value in appearance; one knows his book has 
many leaves deficient, and the other asks him 
to change, not knowing this fault. Now, I say, 
if you give the book, though it was not your 
offer, but you only disguise the fault, itis as 
much a crime egainst him as if the offer had 
been your oon. Howso? Because you have 
not done as you would be done by;—what can 
be plainer? 

It is not, however, in such cases where the 
greatest danger lies. ‘The want of thought 
produces, perhaps, as much injustice as real 
bad intention; and cases will often occur, 
where a person who is strictly desirous of do- 
ing what is just and equitable, shall neverthe- 
less have a wrong bias in favor of his own in- 
terest,—what then remains to be done 
Avoid angry words; and if you cannot come to 
a friendly understanding with the person you 
are dealing with, propose to him to leave it to 
somebody else to judge between you; wheever 
willdo this, can never be wrong by design, 
though he may err in judgment. I will re-

others comfortable; he relicved the poor, he 
taught the ignorant, he comforted the dis- 
tressed; and all this not fora while only, that 
be might be careless or luchſſereut after, but he 
was always so employed. This best of men 
was no other than Jesus Christ himsolf; and 
the particular expression which I now recom- 
) mend is this: ‘‘Whatsoever ye would that 

men should do unto yeu, do you even so to 
them. 

It is difficult to say which to admire most, 
ite plainness or its usefulness. I hope you all 
understand it; but to him who does not, I 
would say, the only way to comprehend it in 
its full meaning, is to suppose yourself in an- 
other person's place, and then think what you 
should expect from him. 

It is the foundation of mercy, or gentleness 
to animals as well as to men Shall I tread 
on this worm, or this ugly black beetle? Wo. 
Why! Because if J was this worm or this 
beotle, [should not like to be wounded or 
crushed te death. 


We should have our thoughts always about 
us, 90 as never to injure another in thought, 
word, or deed. ut,“ says one, “how is 
that? How is it pousible to injure a persomzin 
thought? My thinking cannet move a hair of 
his bend. so that this must be nonsense, or 
something I cannot understand. Stop lit-

tanity? Gr should I ike him to wish me 


mark here, that itis the i-tention that con- 
stitutes a crime, aud not the bad act alone. 


But it is not merely refraining from doing 
wrong that the maxim means; you must do all 
the good you can, or should expect from an- 
other in similar circumstances; you must be 
generous as well as just, and cousider civility 
and kindness as proper feelirgs to be brought 
to the test of the same rule. 

Now, suppose onc of you shoul! meet with a 
pauper, or „ person in distress, and it was in 
your power to relieve him, what would our 
maxim prompt him to do? Should he wish for 
compa:sion himself in such a distressing case, 
and shall he feel none fur another? Why, if it 
were his own case, would he expect to be as- 
sisted? Because it would be the other's 
duty to do as he would be done by. 
It must be wmiscrable pity that could 
pretend to feel sorry in such acase, and keep 
the money but toned up in his pocket. 

Think now how happy the world would be, 
if this rule was always observed. It is casler 


for a hundred to relieve one, than fur one to 
benefit a hundred. Some may say, I would 


willingly do as I would be done by, but will 
others do the same to me? And shall I not be 
a loser by such conduct? The maxim does not 
forbid you to be upon your guard against im- 
position, it only forbids you to deceive others. 
By being just, you will deserve justice; by be- 
ing kind, you will deserve kindness. Let each 
one of yon do what he knows to be right, aad 
he will be sure to be respected by the honest 
hearted, and above ull he will gain the appro- 
bation of his Father in Heaven, and thereby 
secure bis eternal salvation.

HUNGARIAN GRASS. 

Environs <r ras 
Perceiving that you reserve acorner of your 
valuable paper for commuulcations upon ag 
riculture, I offer the result of my experiments 
in the growth of the Hungarian grass, for the 
consideration of the farmers of Utah, especial- 
ly that portion located ata distance from the 
lowlands or natural meacows; and, indeed, 
even those pyssessing that valuable adjunct to 
u good form, a piece of choice grass land. 

In the spring of 1857, I received from Bishop 
John Rowberry abeut a tablespoontul of Hun- 
garian grass seed, which I sowed in drills in 
my garden. I gathered about half a peck of 
weed in the fall; | sowed a small portion of this 
inc:ease in the spring of 1858—fearing to trust 
the whole in the ground, lest I might need it 
to sow in some far-off place of refuge; from 
this sowing I gathered about a peck of seed. 
I carefully measured the ground and weighed 
the bundles of grass; and found it yielded at the 
rate of three anda half tons to the acre, on 
land that would not have produced twenty 
bushels of wheat to the acrv. 

In the spring of 1859, I sowed the increase 
of the two previous years on three acres of land, 
seeding very lightly, so as to get the greatest 
amount of seed. I sowed the seed between 
the lst and 10th of June; the weather continu. 
ing very dry, but a small portion came up, but 
it tillered out well and prevented the growth 
of weeds. I have near five tons of hay,

South Carolina Resolutions was made the

„Jule Hon M. D. K. Taylor, 

1 of the House of Representatives: 

„The ‘preamble and resolutions’ passed 
by the Legislatore of the State of South 
Carolina, and submitted for our consider- 
ation, have been deliberated upon by the 
Committee on Federal Relations, and 

our Committee respectfully submit to the 

ouse for its actiou, the following resolu- 
tions: 
“Ist. Resolved, That the State of Texas 
declares, that ‘whenever one section of 
the Union presumes upon its strength for 
the ion of the other, then will our 
Constitation be a mockery, and it would 
matter not how soon the Union was se- 
vered into a thousand atoms, and scattered 
to the four winds. 

Lud. Resolved, ‘If the principles’ of 
confederation upon which the American 
Union ‘was cousummated, are disregard- 
ed,’ there will be for Texas, neither hon- 
or, nor interest in the Union; if the 
mighty, in the face of written law, can 
place with — 4 an iron yoke upon the 
neck of the weak, Texus will be at no loss 
how to act, or where to go, before the 
blow aimed at her vitals is inflicted. ‘In 
a spirit of good faith, Texas ‘entered the 
Federal fold.’ By that spirit she will 
continue to be influenced until it is at- 
tempted to make her the victim of Federal 
wrong. As she will violate no Federal 
right, so will she submit to no violation of 
her rights by Federal authority. 

“8rd Resolved, That the Legislature of 
Texas assures South Carolina, and all her 
sister States, that she will not submit to 
the degradation’ threatened by the Black 
Republican party, for sooner than subject 
heraelf to ‘ignomy, ensuing from sectional 
dictation, she would prefer restoration to 


that independence which she once en- 
eyed. Sorrowing for the mistake which she 


committed in sacrificing her independence 
the altar of her patriotism, she 
would,’ if there were none others to act 
with ber, ‘unfurl again the banner of the 
Lone Star, and re-enter upon a national 
career, where, if no glory awaited her, she 
would at least be free from a subjection 
by might, to wrong and to shame.

MEXICO. 


The correspondent of the N. X. Herald, 
writing from Monterey, reports the exist- 
ence of many petty jealousies and divisions 
in the liberal ranks. It was feared that 
the church party would make an attack 
ou the city, aud, if successful, that a very 
severe revenge would be taken for the 
former opposition of the inhabitants to the 
clergy. Considerable alarm existed in 
consequence. 

Generals Laza and Uraga were march- 
ing rapidly from Matahula and Tula, as 
was also Gen. Carvajal from Victoria, to 
intercept Miramon’s expedition against 
Vera Cruz. 

The Vera Cruz correspondent of the 
Picayune says that 4,500 men uuder Mo- 
rela, and 4000 under Alvarez, were march- 
ing on the capital. The liberals were be- 
sieging Gaudalajara. 

Gen. Degollado had gone to Puebla to 
direct the movements of the liberals, and 
was confident of defeating Miramon. The 
latter’s wife accompanies the expedition 
against Vera Craz, and it is supposed that 
iu the event of his defeat, it is his inten-

Palmerston on the evening of the 3d of 
February. Lord P. said that he would 
not flatter the deputation by professing to 
agree with them. He considered the very 
existence of the country depended on its 
possessing command of the seas, and it was 
necessary for that object to retain the 
power of seizing the ships, and especially 
the seamen navigating the ships of foreign 
powers.

Rueroric.—It bas been stated that every 
man may be an orator: certainly that is 
saying too much: it is, however, equally 
true, that many or most of the difficulties 
which a clearness of voice and an 
elegance of diction, may be overcome by 
patience and perseveracce. Demosthenes, 
the t orator our world ever pro- 
* under the greatest 
difficulties which nature could ihly 
inflict, but he conquered them all. The 
student of elocation must be careful in 
his articulation; that is, he must give a 
clear, full, and deliberate utterance to the 
several simple and complex sounds: and 
he must then be careful that his pronuncia- 
tion, which is an extension and application 
of the articulation, be correct, elegant, 
and uniform. Then let the inflections be 
attended to; they tend materially to the 
beauty of a speech or discourse. Action 
should be natural: no law cau give power 
apd beauty to speech, unless the speaker 
enter into the spirit, and feel the inteat, 
of what he reads or says. Action is of 
the utmost importance in _ rhetoric. 
“Action,” says Shakspere, “is eloquence, 
and the eyes of the vulgar are more learned 
ttan their ears:” 4 great secret of 
speaking well is carnestness; to make 
every word one’s own, and to speak under 
their impression. Action should be casy, 
or it will be ungraceful; it should be strong, 
or it will have no weight.
